The doctors said Friday that 
if Nixon’s health is not to be 
jeopardized, 
the earliest 
he 
could testify 
even under se­ 


verely limited conditions at his 
home in California — would be 
Jan 6, 1975. 
U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica, backed by a number of 
defense lawyers, has predicted 
the co m p licated conspiracy 
trial that began Oct. 1 will be 
over before Christmas. 
At the rate lawyers for the 
five defendants are presenting 


their cases. Sirica 
probably 
would have to suspend the trial 
tor at least a week over the 
holiday period while Nixon con­ 
tinues his recovery- from su r­ 
gery for a chronic phlebitis 
condition. 
The panel of three doctors 
chosen by Sirica said the for­ 
mer president’s condition rules 
out any travel to Washington to 


testify. If he continues recov­ 
ering “at the anticipated rate,” 
the medical report said, the 61- 
year-old Nixon may be able to 
travel across the country by 
Feb. 16.

The report estimates the annual average population growth 
rate for the 1970-75 period in the United States at 0.9 per cent, 
compared to 1.3 per cent in the previous decade.

Gov Gilligan said last week he would recom 
mend that such an effort be launched and other 
prominent Democrats, including Lt Gov -Elect 
Richard Celeste, have admitted since the an 
nounoement that they have started work on a re 
mapping project 
si i l l \ m ove is theoretically possible be­ 
cause the Ohio Senate and House, which will be 
lieavily Democratic after the tirst of (lie year, 
will convene Jan. 6 and the new governor won*! 
Ix* inaugurated until Jan 13 
Consequently, even if Rhodes narrow Nm 5 
\ ictory holds up. Gilligan still would be on hand 
to sign a ^districting bill if the Democratic ma 
lorities in the legislature could rush it through in 
a w eek 
The chances of the Democrats succeeding in 
such a venture are considered small. The Rhodes 
administration, working in 1968 w ith heavy Re­ 
publican majorities in both houses, still needed a 
full month to meet a court-oriented deadline to 
improve population balance in a plan first irn- 
jxised by Republicans in 1964 
Gov Gilligan inferred last week that a Demo 
era tic attempt was justified now because it was 
comparable tow hat the Republicans did in 1968 
He wasn't correct in that statement because the 
i96N change was court-ordered, the GOP already 
iiad control ot both houses and Gov Hindi’s still 
had more than two years to go on his second 
term 
Practical politics being what they are. we re 
not about to suggest that thoughts of such ma­ 
neuvering never crossed Republican minds It 
was reported that the GOP leadership studied 
the possibility of ramming through a revised 
plan required after the 1970 census, getting the 


bill to outgoing Gov Rhodes before Gov Gilligan 
took office 
The idea fizzled, however, because census tig 
ures- did not become official until late 1971 and in 
part we hope because cooler heads provaiWd

changed 
15 Republicans and 8 Democrats 
despite the heavy tide running for the Democrats

Because international barriers to trade, 
migration and the flow of capital and informa­ 
tion seriously constrain the generation of em­ 
ployment opportunities in developing countries, 
one way advanced countries can help is gradual­ 
ly to eliminate their inefficient, labor-intensive 
industries and open their markets for products 
which less-developed countries can produce 
competitively. 
Developing countries in turn can increase 
employment opportunities by encouraging more 
labor-intensive products, by diffusing economic 
activity to the countryside and by eliminating 
capital >ubsidies which tend to favor the more 
glamorous, technologically advanced means of 
production.

While Pope* Paul 
and his bishops tussled and ma­ 
neuvered during this fall’s 
month-long meeting in the Vati 
cans new Synodal Hall, their 
Hock has been deserting the 
Roman Catholic Church in 
droves, even in the traditional 
liastions in southern Europe 
and Latin America 
The process is still going on. 
to the point where many people 
wonder whether this venerable 
institution is now dimmed 
That 
may 
be 
premature 
Things could be a lot brighter, 
to be sure But the old firm may 
still be capable ol pulling itself 
together and staying in the 
business of universal church 
dom 
The years that have passed 
since the Second Vatican Coun 
cil ended in 1965 when Vatican 
II thought up these synods as a 
way ot giving the bishops some 
say 
in the running of

Church, have been a time ol 
trouble and turbulence for the 
Catholic church 
T IIE T H R EE 
previous sy 
nods, in 1967. 1969 and 1971. 
have disappointed those who 
wanted the church to change 
faster and those who basically 
wanted it to stay the same 
\t this year’s synod, the un­ 
healthy brooding had appar­ 
ently Mopped The three previ 
oils synods all turned out to be 
mw a rdlook mg and deteusive 
That was especially true of the 
one in 1971 which tore itselt 
apart over the question of 
whether Catholic priests of the 
Latin rite should be obliged to 
remain celibate 
This time the subject chosen 
tor discussion by the Pope was 
the more constructive one ot 
evangelization The result was 
that, in order to decide how best 
to preach the gobpe! to the 
world, the bishops were obliged 
to sit dow n and take a hard look 
at what was required from 
them and tlieir church 
INSTEAD ou 
hitting each 
other over the head with 
theological and moral argu 
ments, they spent the first two 
weeks of this synod swapping 
experiences 
For many of them — and the 
Pope, w ho listened in to must of 
the reports 
there was sober­ 
ing news 
The picture that 
emerged erf the state of the Ro­ 
man Catholic church in the 
west was particularly gloomy 
An Austrian bishop reported 
that, although about 9o per cent 
of 
his 
fellow-countrymen 
considered 
themselves Oath 
olio, fewer than a third ac­ 
tually practiced their religion 
EVEN IN ITALY, under tlx* 
Pope's very nose, tewer than 
one Italian in three goes to 
church now ; as recently as 1966 
more than a half did 
Tlx* desperate shortage ol 
prtesU is even beginning to hit 
countries like Italy, where 
nearly 2.UU0 have left the priest­ 
hood since the war The Vatican

pointed (Nit during the synod 
that all over the world more 
than 20,000 priests have left the 
church since 1045. 
In recent years the rate of de­ 
tection has accelerated: 3.579 
priests walked out in 1972 alone. 
Uthnugh 7.735 new ones were 
ordained in that year, they did 
not replace all those lost 
through defection and death. 
IN’ VFRK A. 
on the other 
liand. Christianity is growing 
last, at the rate of 7'_> million 
more Christians each year. Not 
all of them are Catholics, of 
course, but quite a lot are. 
Mrica now lias 42 million Cath­ 
olics, and although that is only 
6,2 f>er cent of the world total of 
*«69 million Catholics the synod 
was delighted by Africa’s evi­ 
dence ol growth instead of de­ 
cline 
The synod also relished the 
optimism and the confidence of 
the African bishops. Thai made 
the other bishops readier to 
lend a sympathetic ear to their 
African colleagues' call for 
more “ mdigenization." which 
means bringing Christian ritual 
and practice closer to African 
custom 
Unless they could preach the

more 
simply,

At rican bishops said, they could 
not beat Islam in the neck-and 
ntvk ra( e for the soul ot Africa,

But both the Africans and the 
laiin Americans, who talked a 
lot about revolution and the 
“ theology ol liberation," were 
told by 
their fellow-bishops 
about the dangers ol too much 
honzontalism. the word used to 
describe the involvement of 
priests in politics at the expense 
of tlx* spiritual side of their job 
This has been a central issue at 
the synod. 
THE PO PE touched on it in 
his opening address. A cogent 
and powerful warning came 
Irom Cardinal Bengsch of 
Berlin and hts colleague from 
West 
Germany. 
Cardinal 
Hottner. spoke against a secu­ 
larized 
pseudo-eschatology 
which seeks paradise on earth 
in the name of a revolutionary 
counter-gospel 
There was a 
visible effort at this synod to 
sav that the most important 
thing was the spiritual lift. No 
doubt one reason for this is the 
appearance in many parts of 
the world of small unofficial 
communities dedicated to con­ 
templation and prayer. These 
things are felt in Rome. 
THE PRO BLEM OE how to 
climb aboard the modest new 
bandwagon of spirituality was 
clearly 
preoccupying 
the 
bishops, particularly Cardinal 
Suenens of Belgium who has 
put himself at the head of the 
new effort. But there are other 
reasons for this shift in em­ 
phasis 
One of them is that the 
passage of time since the sec­ 
ond Vatican council 1X1 Rfta Ikift- 


manner of acting could be fatal 
to American influence. 
Mr Ford, with his very hu­

moves through the routine of 
the Speaker of the House. 
From his apartment in a 
high-rise complex in Arlington. 
Va.. to his suite in the Rayburn 
House Office Building 
From 
the Rayburn building to his of- 
tices on the second floor ot the 
Capitol. From the Capitol of­ 
fices down one floor in the 
elevator, through the revolving 
doors, to the waiting limousine. 
From the Capitol to. perhaps a 
reception or some other Capitol 
Hill 
social 
junction 
and, 
eventually, back across 
the 
Potomac River to his home. 
The agents are constantly in his 
shadow 
One of these days — the day 
the nation has a new vice presi­ 
dent 
the agents won’t be 
there anymore. Carl Bert Al­ 
bert w i 11 no longer be one 
heartbeat away from the presi 
dency. 
As Speaker of the House. Al­ 
bert has been first in line for the 
presidency since Richard M. 
Nixon left the White House and 
Gerald F. Ford entered it. just 
as he was during the 58 days 
between 
Spiro 
Agnews 
resignation and Ford’s swear­ 
ing in as vice president. 
With Ford out of the country, 
as he was for one week on his 
Far East journey and for a one- 
day trip to Mexico, Albert lias 
been the top official in the 
United States. 
The unique position, which he 
describes as “ one of the spare 
tires of the presidency." is a bit 
easier now than it was one year 
ago 
That burden last year was in­ 
creased 
because 
the 
President's own hold on the 
office was becoming tenuous. 
“ I realized that if I did any­ 
thing that gave any impression 
that I was trying, through the 
impeachment process and the 
resignation process to veto an 
election, it would cause a major 
and perhaps 
permanent 
di­ 
vision in this country,” Albert 
said m a speech at Oklahoma 
Slate University. 
“ I have had no problem with 
my conscience and I have come 
through the experience feeling 
that I could have done no bet­ 
ter," he said 
Sitting at his desk. Albert dis­ 
cussed his new, but temporary, 
lot) as President Ford's under­ 
study. 
“ I don’t teel like some shad­ 
ow of gloom is hanging over 
me." said the man known as the 
“little giant" in the House 
because ot his 5-foot-4 stature. 
“The chances of Jerry Ford, 
who’s a terribly athletic man. 
of anything happening to him 
are very slim. So, I ’ve got 
mathematics on my side." 
But maybe, Albert thinks, he 
should never have been in this 
jMMtion Maybe the Congress, 
m writing the 25th Amendment 
to the Constitution, should have 
provided for an election of a 
new vice president, rather than 
the appointment and con­ 
firmation of a presidential 
nominee 
Meanwhile, 
Albert 
has waited, next in line, with 
the president pro tern of the 
Senate. James O Eastland, D- 
Miss , right behind him.

Albert, a member of the 
freshman congressional class 
that included John F. Kennedy 
and Richard M. Nixon, profes­ 
ses no desire to move to 1600 
Pennsylvania Ave. 
He was born in a miner’s 
shack in McAlester. Okla., and 
was raised in the town of Bug- 
tussle. He won a national orato­ 
rical contest in high school and 
used the prize money to attend 
the University of Oklahoma 
from which he was graduated. 
He also studied at Oxford Uni­ 
versity in England as a Rhodes 
scholar and the University of 
Madrid 
He and his wife Marx have 
two children: Mary Frances, 
26, a Washington teacher, and 
David, 19, a student at Harvard 
College. 
The 66-year-old Albert ex­ 
pects to retire in four years. 
Since he was six years old, he 
lias had one overriding goal: to 
be* Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 
He works at it 12 hours or 
more each day, seven days a 
week 
His last vacation was 
more than one year ago, aide 
Joe* S. Foote says. 
Since Jan. 20, 1971, when Al­ 
bert became the 46th speaker, 
he’s kept to the same schedule. 
He arrives at his Rayburn of- 
lice, w here he reviews matters 
pertaining to the Oklahoma dis­ 
trict he lias represented since 
January, 1947. shortly after 7 
a.m. He reads his mail, opening 
some of it himself, and then, at 
about 9 a.m.. heads for the 
Capitol building and the office 
he occupies as speaker. He 
spends the next three hours 
meeting with congressional 
leaders and other members, re­ 
porters. lobbyists and friends. 
At noon, when the House ses­ 
sion generally begins, he walks 
down the hall to the chamber, 
taking the seat he rarely leaves 
until the House adjourns for the 
day. 
As speaker, Albert’s salary is 
*62,500. He receives $10,000 an­ 
nually to cover expenses. 
Albert the politician has little 
to worry about. Although ht 
laced two opponents in the Ok­ 
lahoma primary and he didn’t 
return to the state to campaign, 
he won 85 per cent of the vote. 
He was unopposed in the gener­ 
al election,

Farmers Suffer Overall Price 
Drop During Month's Period 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Bet­ 
ter prices for milk, tomatoes 
and other commercial vege­ 
tables 
cushioned an 
overall 
drop in the prices farmers re­ 
ceived for their products be­ 
tween mid-October and mid- 
November, the Agriculture De­ 
partment reports. 
But they could not offset de­ 
clines in cattle, corn, soybeans, 
oranges and cotton prices 
enough to prevent a 1.5 per cent 
overall decline in the Crop 
Reporting Board’s index, re­ 
leased Friday, 
The index by mid November 
of the prices farmers pay out 
for goods 
and 
services 
in­ 
creased. however, by 
1 per 
cent. 
Using the average 1967 prices 
as a base, the prices received 
were 82 per cent higher for the 
period w hile prices jiaid were 78 
per cent higher. 
But 
the 
tight 
cost-price 
soueezes of the last year, after 
record gains in farm income 
during 1973, were illustrated by 
a 0.5 per cent rise in farm 
prices above November 1973 
while farm living and business 
costs were 17 per cent higher. 
Some indication of how those 
farm prices might translate 
into retail food prices in nud- 
November was given in the ta­

Awaiting 2 
Events in Dec. 
i 


With a little cooperation from 
the weatherman. Friday, the 
13th of December, should prove 
to hi* a "lucky” day for area 
skywatchers. On the morning of 
the 13th the moon will pass 
almost directly between the 
earth and the sun. and a partial 
solar eclipse will occur. 
Although the moon's shadow 
will miss the earth completely, 
passing about 1,000 miles above 
the Arctic regions of our planet 
more than 50 per cent of the sun 
will be hidden from view over 
northern and eastern regions of 
the United States, according to 
Buhl Planetarium. 
The eclipse will begin at 9:17 
a m 
and end at 12:18 p.m. 
Maximum eclipse will occur at 
10:44 a.m. when 62 per cent of 
the sun’s disk will be hidden 
from view’ by the moon. 
Although almost two-thirds of 
the sun will be obscured, the 
sun will be so bright that there 
w ill be no noticabie decrease’in 
daylight, and those not aware of 
the eclipse will be oblivious of 
the event. 
The second Celestial event is 
scheduled for the evening of the 
13th and the morning of the 
14th. At that time the Geminid 
Meteor shower will reaeh its 
maximum. This year’s display 
of "shooting stars” may be the 
best meteor shower visible in 
several years. 
As the moon will be between 
the earth and sun at its New 
Phase, it will not be visible in 
the sky. and if the weather is 
clear, as many as 60 meteors an 
hour may be seen radiating 
from 
the 
constellation 
of 
Gemini 
which 
rises 
shortly 
after sunset.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s signa­ 
ture next Tuesday will be the 
first step in an attempt to get 
Ohio's new housing program 
under way. 
He plans at that time to ap­ 
prove 
an 
em ergency 
act, 
passed by the legislature ear­ 
lier this month, that enables the 
state to make and guarantee 
loans for low and moderate 
income housing. 


William A. Losoncy, execu­ 
tive director of the Ohio Hous­ 
ing Development Board, said 
the first loans may be made as 
early as next June—assuming 
the successful resolution of le­ 
gal problems. 
He said legal briefs are being 
prepared now to try to settle the 
matter of whether the legis­ 
lation runs afoul of the Ohio 
Constitution. 
Some attorney-members of 
the legislature argued that it 
would violate the constitutional 
ban against pledging the faith 
and credit of the state without a 
vote of the people. 


“We think it clearly would 
not,” said Losoncy. pointing out 
that bonds issued by the board 
would be repaid by borrowers 
and would not entail the use of 
general revenue funds. 
Under the program, the state 
plans to issue bonds, perhaps as 
much as $150 million to start, 
and pay interest of about 7 per 
cent on them, under current 
market conditions. 
Hunt, Billionaire, 
Is Dead at 85 


DALLAS (AP) - HL. Hunt, 
who parlayed a $5,000 inher­ 
itance into one of the world’s 
greatest fortunes, once said 
that anyone w ho knew how rich 
he xvas wasn’t very rich. 
Hunt, an oilman with con­ 
servative political views and 
deep-seated opinions on how 
money should be used, died 
Friday at age 85 after a lengthy 
stay at Baylor Hospital here. 
He was admitted with a virus 
last September.

family 
declined to give the cause of his 
death.

It then would loan out the 
money, at 8 or 9 per cent, to 
developers, individuals, and 
others for the purpose of build­ 
ing and rehabilitating housing.

them to bring the constitutional 
question before the high court, 
he said.
